WORKING GIRLS 


AND THEIR CONDITION IN THREE 


,, OHIO CITIES. 


Some Startling Revelations Are Made 


in the Report Presented by Wo- 


men Deputies. 


Columbus, t), Jan. 1ST—The annual 


report of State Labor Commissioner 
M D. Ratchford contains some start- 
ling re\elatioas made by the women 
deputies, who have been investigating 
the condition of female wage-earners 
in Cincinnati. Cleveland and Colum- 
bus/ The average wages of the shop 
girls is placed at $4.83 per week. In 
Cincinnati complaint is made that 
women are required to do heavy work 
in some shops, and that in several 
plants in Cincinnati, and Columbus 
there are no separate toilet rooms for 
the men and women. Small tailor 
"sweatshops"' are severely cnticlsed. 
Complaint is made about the lack of 
file escapeb m Columbus and Cleve- 
land and the sanitary condition of a 
number of shops and factories. 
In 


some cigar factories in Columbus it is 
found that the girls, bite oft the end 
of the-efgarv in-TeHing it-ana* spitTthe 
end on the floor. This practice ruins 
the teeth. The ends, it is said, are 
swept up with the debris of the floor 
and used for filling'for the next lot of 
cigars. In all three cities, it is charged, 
the female employes are denied the 
use of elevatois m many-plants.
